The turf has been a neglected

We 
have observed, however, that this habit of 
intoxication seems to be a peculiarity 0!

into the hands of inexperienced Jockeys. 

The tirst rule of the race was, that any 
yelocipede that touched another was guilty 
ot a foul, and must fall out; this rule to 
last until five remained.

The second rule was, that no one of the 
last five must permit another horse to touch 
it. Now began the fast locomotion. 

One aiter another the five dropped out 
by getting short-winded, and letting a 
more enterprising steed pounce them 
down, until there remained but two. These 
rested a moment, and the bell sounded. 
They were placed at opposite sides of the 
room. The excitement was great. The ladies 
fluttered. The riders spurred and the 
steeds atarted off in hot haste. Round they 
went. One gave a little slippery wabble. 
his rider lunged gracefully, as men will do 
sometimes under skippety circumstances, 
and the other gained a little, at which the 
applause was very encouraging, 

It may be stated here as a part of the 
history of this race, that the downfall of a 
velocipede seemed : be the signal for an 

uepcessibte Jubilee of plaudits. 

The wabbling steed having recovered 
himself. the two rolled tairly again. It 
now became the fortune of the other steed 
to mike too short a turn, when with a 
sort of rusping scrape it incontinently 
spraddied out on its side, at fulllength. It 
made convulsive efforts to recover perpen- 
dieularity, but striking a straight shoot 
for his prostrate antagonist, the other ve- 
locipede dashed on him triumphantly and 
with a sounding clatter the race was won. 

The winning horse was a medium sized; 
ehunky velocipede, somewhat battered in 
the nose, and looking like the hero of many 
battles. His rider held à graceful seat and 
rode with ease and boldness. He was a 
Mr. Stubbs.
